A SHORT HISTORY OF THE WORE© (Continued from THE OZ FREE PRESS, $L)t 
Graustark, generally dated from the crcwn-\ng of Ifcrdo I in 5£p» While losing the West, 
however, Rome gained the East. By &5>G Persia and 3ndia had bean conquered, and the in- 
vention of gunpowder gave Roroe a f inal sport of military energy in which all Asia and 
Africa were conousred (Capitulation of Nanking, 693) and even West Europe was put under 
the protection of Imperial Horns (thecapital was moved in $88 to Antioch). 

But this almost universal empire was short-livod. The Protectorate of the West 
ended in 950, and Italy waft loat by 1030. The revolt of Eiherdpium signaled a general 
rising in Africa, in which the Sultanate of Gostagur.na be same independent (98O) and the 
tboe of Efgiara founded a great tropical empire $.015 on). r 

In Europe, autonomy was granted the Kingdom of Ifaderkagg in 1032, and the Slavs 
of the East formed two states; the Principality of Rurl(k) tarda and the Empire of Grand 
Sevastopol (1055 and 1103). J$r 1150 the Snpire, normally called Romany in the common 
parlance, was reduced to the littoral of the eastern I*3dxterranean.
